King Abdullah receives Jordanian King, Kuwaiti Prime Minister 

Tho Custodian of the Two Holy Mosques King Abdullah bin Abdulaziz received 
Jordan's Wng Abdullah II at his palace in Jeddah on July 3. During their meeting, 
he two leaders had a comprehensive discussion about bilateral relations and 
regional developments. The Saudi monarch stressed the ^eness o Sau*- 
Jordanian relations and reiterated the Kingdom's support for its neighbor m 
confronting any challenge. The audience was also attended by Second Deputy 
Prime Minister Prince Nayef bin Abdulaziz; Foreign Minister Prince Saud I A -Fa.sal, 
SEf of General Intelligence Prince Muqrin bin Abdulaziz; Jord an. an 
Foreign Affairs Nasser Judah; Jordanian Chief of Intelligence Lt Gen. Muhammad 
kl-Raqqad; and Jordanian Ambassador to the Kingdom Jamal Shamayleh. 

The following day, King Abdullah received Kuwaiti Prime Minister Sheikh Nasser 
II Mohammed M -Ahmed Al-Sabah, who traveled to the Kingdom to perform 
Sm^a. (minor nljj) rituals. During their meeting, the King and the , Pnm. . M n «tar 
dtacussed Saudi-Kuwaiti cooperation, Gulf Cooperation Council (GCC) issues, and 
the overall developments in the Arab and Islamic worlds.

Crown Prince gifts 15 tons of dates to Palestinian refugees in Lebanon 

Saudi Ambassador to Lebanon Ali bin Sa.d Awwadh Assiri delivered IS tons of 

ToZ to the United Nations Relief Agency for Palestine Refug, 

Lebanon. The dates were a gift from Crown Prince Sultan bin Abdulaziz to the 
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residents of Palestinian refugee camps on the occasion of the coming of the Ho y 
Month of Ramadan. The delivery ceremony, held at the Saud, Embassy in Beirut, 
was attended by Charge d'Affaires of the Palestinian Embassy in Lebanon 
Mahmoud Al-Asady and UNRWA Director in Lebanon Salvatore Lornbatdo. Both 
officials thanked the Kingdom for its ongoing, generous support. 

King receives Indonesian children orphaned by tsunami 

On July 1 in Jeddah, the Custodian of the Two Holy Mosques King Abdullah bin 
Abdulaziz received a group of children who are part of the I Program i of the 
Alliance of Islamic Cooperation for the Care of Orphans of the Victims of the 
Tsunami in the Region of Banda Aceh, Indonesia, The program, mitiated by the 
Kino in 2009, began with the sponsorship of 2,000 orphans for a period of lb 
years or until the child reached the age of 18. Since then, the total number of 
sponsored orphans has reached 5,310. The visiting children thanked King 
Abdullah for his generosity, presented him with a memorial shield and painting 
and sang Islamic songs. Then, the group ate lunch with the King.
